President Says Adams W as 
Imprudent But "I Need Him” 


CLEAR DRIVER 
OF BLAME IN 
MAUST DEATH 


Edw’in Miller, 24. M cKnightstown, 
driver of the auto which figured In 
the accident in which G erald L. 
M aust, 18, G ettysburg, was fatally 
injured the night of April 18. was 
cleared of blame in the death by 
a coroner's jury Tuesday afternoon 
at the court house. 
“We find no evidence of negli­ 
gence on the part of the driver of 
the autom obile.” the jury wrote 
after finding th a t M aust’s death 
resulted from a collision between 
his motorcycle and the Miller car 
about six miles south of here on 
the Emmitsburg R d . about I!:IO 
p.m . M aust died the next morning 
in the W arner Hospital. 
Dr, C. G. Crist, Adams County 
coroner, who conducted the inquest 
in the court room, told the jury 
of six m en that M aust died of a 
fractured skull and 
Internal in­ 
juries. 
Five W itnesses 
Testimony showed th at Maust had 
driven onto the E m m itsburg Rd. 
from the Cities Service gas sta ­ 
tion and had stopped his ’cycle in 
the east lane because a truck was 
signalling for a left turn across the 
road into the service station. Mil­ 
ler's northbound auto cam e up back 
of the ’cycle and struck It. M iller 
said he could not see th# standing 
m otorcycle because of the lights of 
the truck. 
Five witnesses w ere called by 
Coroner Crist including Miller, who 
w aived his rights to silence and 
took the stand to give his version 
of the accident.

To alibi or explain might reveal 
a source and endanger the under­ 
cover legion of men and women

The CIA Is unique among Ameri­ 
can governmental, agencies. 
More Than State Drpt. 
Its estimated budget of 350 mil­ 
lion dollars is little better than a 
reasonably good guess. 
But. if the estim ate is correct, 
It is 130 million dollars more than 
tu t State Departm ent spends on 
its 282 diplomatic outposts around 
the world. 
Only a handful of top executives 
In the government know exactly 
how m any people work for the 
CIA. 


The State Departm ent has about 
16.000 American employes. It has 
been est mated that the CIA has 
almost as many. But, again, an 
outsider cannot say for sure. 
Soviets Spend More 
(The Soviet Union is believed to 
be spending six times as much as 
the CIA on espionage. And up to 
45.000 Soviet agents are said to 
be directly engaged in spying.)
